She is only the second woman 
to appear on this list since the 
program was inaugurated in 
1950. 

Clad in pajamas and a house¬ 
coat, Arrington escaped from 
the Florida Correctional Institu¬ 
tion for Women, Lowell, Fla., 
on the early morning of March 
1, by cutting through a heavy 
window screen and either scal¬ 
ing two tali barbed-wire-topped 
fences or slipping under a dou¬ 
ble-locked gate. She had been 
confined under a death sen¬ 
tence following conviction for 
the brutal murder in April, 1968, 
of the legal secretary of a Flori-

Arrington reportedly usually 
carries a gun in hep handbag, 
has cleverly concealed escape 
implements and weapons on her 
person and has made violent 
efforts to escape. She should be 
considered armed snd extreme¬ 
ly dangerous.
